was 


based, requires that the commitment 
shall be accompanied by certificates 
from two physicians of a,t least five 
years' practise. 
In 
the 
Critchfleld 


case Judge R up pel found that these 
certificates were sworn to five days.aC- 
ter the commitment was issued, the 
commitment having been dated the 
12th 
ot the month aad the physicians' 


affidavits on the 17th. 


It is believed that dozens of inmates 


or the local asylum were committed 
there without" warrant of law, inas- 
much as the custom of many years' 
standing was followed in the Crttcb- 
fleld case. This custom, Judge Ruppel 
rules, is a flagrant violation of the 
statute mentioned above.
